Plans Made for the July International 


Convention to be Held in the 


English Metropolis. 


Boston, Mass., May 21—The most im- 


portant religious event of the year '.will 
be the nineteenth International Christian 
Endeavor convention, to be held in 
London July 14 to 18. which will call 
together the largest number of young 
people ever assembled for a purely re- 
ligious gathering. Such an occasion 
will be used to the utmost to draw still 
more closely together ties of friendship 
and brotherhood between England and 
the United States. 


It is to be an invasion of England by

I/emorial to the White Rose of the- 


Miamis Dedicated with Appropriate 
Ceremonies Near Peru, Ind., May 


.17—Distant Relative of a Janes 
ville Man. 
The unveiling of the .Frances Slocum 


monument in the Bundy cemetery, eight 
miles east of Peru, took place May- 17, 
and there was a large attendance, many 
of thoee. present being descendants, from 
cities in many sections of the country. 
Over 300 of those present were descend- 
ants of Frances Slocum. who 
• was the 


daughter of Johnathan Slocum 
and 


Euth Tripp, a distant relative of W. H. 
Tripp of the Tjown of Eock. 
The Slo 


cum and Tripp families came down from 
England and settled in Bhode Island in 
161J. 


Jobnatban Slocum with his wife and 


children moved to the Wyouing Valley 
and cettled at 
Wilkesbawa, 
Luzern 


county, Penn., in 1773. They settled on 
the east side of 
the 
river 
where 


the Wyoming oiassicre occurred on 
July 3, 1778. 
At tbat battle nearly all 


of the whites were killed and scalped. 
Giles Slocum. the eldest brother, \vas 
the only one that escaped. With his 
gun he took to the river and hid him 
self under a tree that had fallen into the 
river. His brother, Wm, Slocum, was 
wounded in the head and was in after 
years elected sheriff of Luzerne county. 
Four months otter the mnEsscro three 
Indians caine to the Slocum house when 
Mr. Slocum was away from home and 
killed two Kingsberry boys and 
took

and started for the river which was near 
by.

The monument is a beautiful white 


bronze, standing eight feet and six 
inches in height upon a stone base four 
feet square. The fourinscriptions upon 
the sides are as follows: 


Frances S. Slocum, a child of Eng- 
lish descent, was born in Warriek, 
Rhode Island, March, 1773; was 
carried into captivity from her 
fathnr's house at Wilkesbarro. Pa., 
November 2,1778, by Delaware) In- 
dians soon after the 
Wyoming 
massacre. Her brothers KB ve per- 
sistent search, but did not find Imr 
until September 2,1837. 


When, inclined by a published letter 


describing an aged white woman in a Mi 
ami Indian village in Peru, two brothers 
and a sister visited that place and iden 
\Jfled her. She lived near there thirty- 
two years with the Indian named Ma 
£Qn-a-quft&. 
She died. on. the rii!g0 


March 0) 1847, and was given a Christian 
burial.

gressman Hitt, who referred it to Secre- 
tary Wilson, 
submitting, some facts 


which seem to show that the stream, 
which by many gifted writers has been 
made to figure in histery. romance and 
poetry, is in danger of drying up. 


Its waters, those 'D position to know 


say, have been grartual'y diminishing 
and the people in such towns as Janes- 
ville, Beloit, Eockford, Byron, Oregon 
and Dixon have been much concerned 
about the matter. 
• Secretary Wilson has directed that G. 
Fred Schwartz, an export of the division 
of forestry, repair at once to the Bock 
river valley, there to make an investiga 
tioc bearing on conditions which affect 
the flow of water down the valley. 


Some Theories Advanced

Of personal desire to that one family 
love. But particularly Goes it fall to 
the lot of women, mothers and sisters, 
to make the home an ideal place, oue 
such that however far we may wander 
from our hearth the all powerful long- 
ing for home comes over us.

your massive mahogany bedroom suit. 
'Don't change your dull, warm draperies 
for some of lighter texture simply be- 
causo you chanced to admire lifers In 
her rooms, for if you do there will fol- 
low wretched hours of longing for the 
old soft tints, and you will probably 
never be able to get them back again. 
A deep red paper with a gay old world 
frieze, together with a soft toned green 
ceiling paper and ivory paint, would 
have completed the color scheme and 
made your room a paradise. 


The lighting, size and outlook must 


to a very great extent govern the fur- 
nishings of a room.
